It Is blue and discreditable 
pessimism which declares that 
civilization will be destroyed. 

Wars take miliums of men und 
women out of production, and 
obviously this must slow up the 
progress of nations, and war docs 
reduce tho wealth-making labor 
and activities of the world. Also, 
wars destroy stoml-up wealth to a 
fabulous extent, and so represent 
incalculable waste-wasted material, 
wasted time. Thus, by way of il- 
lustration, having to rebuild roads 
and bridges and houses and fact- 
ories, and cities and churches and 
schools, and ships, destroyed by 
war, represents wasted material 
and time and labor and money. 
Yet civilization, meaning, accord- 
ing to the dictionary, "the slate of 
being refined In manners from tho 
rudeness of savage life, nnd Im- 
proved in arts and learning," will 
remain, at least In those countries 
untouched by the ravages of war 
and far forward in civilized devel- 
opment -our own country, Cunnda, 
for example, and the United States; 
and let us hope, Britain, also. 
Neither a person nor a country be- 
comes less civlll/ed because of loss 
of fortune pr prosperity. Loss of 
fortun* or of prosperity may lessen 
one's ahillty to express refinement 
In manueis and may halt one's pro- 
gress in expressions of art and 
teaming, hut It need not make one 
haihai le. 

in this connection I propose say- 
ing something which may not be 
very new, yet is likely to he re- 
sisted by many of my readers. 
What I am 'aland to say relates to 
the divine sovereignty of this 
world. 

! am going to assume that most 
of us believe that there Is a 
Supreme Being, the creator of tho 
universe. None of us knows how 
<dd the universe Is, yet we do know 
thai this planet on which we live 
Is ovei ;KH).n00.(MH» yearn old. Nur 
do we know how long man has 
occupied the earth; yet we do know 
that there were civilizations- ad- 
vanced civilizations •-• far hoyond 
the period of recorded hi story, 
which w.iuld seem to suggest that 
civilization can he destroyed or ex- 
tinguished that races of men do 
slip hack towards barbarism- oven 
as RusStii and in lesser degree, 
Germany, seem In theso present 
times to he going backward, In tho 
direction of barbarism, of savagery. 
Also, I am going to assume that 
most of us believe that Jesus 
Christ was Ood la the flesh, and 
that he wan barn as all of us are 
born -- of earthly parents, mid 
that he was born to reveal to man 
Clod's plan of life for men. And 
When we think of the 300.O0O.0CO or 
more years of this planet's exist- 
ence, then Christ's - God 'a — resi- 
dence oa this planet has to he te- 
as being a very modern 
episode. 

As I see It. God, tho creator of 
man, has given us, In the scriptures 
of the Old and the Now Testa* 
incuts, full Instructions concerning 
the kind of life Ho wants man to 
live. Wo are not loft in tho dark 
concerning the God-way of life. 
If and when we refuse to live nc- 
roidlng to Die divine pattern, wo 
but punish ouiHolves, nnd by "wo" 
I moan ourselves regarded a* in- 
dividuals nnd ourselves in our 
social nnd racial masses. Ho be- 
lieving. I can understand why In 
theso proavju times wo have wars 
and crime, and corruption and 
family dlsiuptlons. 

Tho Scriptures give IM a tecipo 
for llfo — haw to live. Wo know haw 
to live perfectly; yot If wo refuse or 
neglect to follow tho recipe glvon 
us for living perfectly, nnd Substi- 
tute for tho Scripture's recipe 
recipes of our own, then wu must 
expect to live Imperfectly. 

Quito obvlouHly, therefore, If 
the world h over to approach Bin 
pmfoct way of living, Ihoro must 
bo n universal effort to live accord- 
ing to the God*pnttcrn, Ho there Is 
an urgent need In thoso times, and 
In all times, for tho education of 
all peoples everywhere In what tho 
God-pnttorn Ik. In othor word*, tho 
whole world munt bo ChrUtlnnlred. 

Many good people of our times 
want God to Interfere, Immediately 
and effectively. In tho affairs of 
Bio world, Thoy wnnt Ood to per-

A couple of week3 ago I was 
writing about my early recollect- 
ions of Main St. and so many 
people have spoken to me since 
about It, recalling the same things 
as I do, and suggesting that I 
write more- on the same subject.

Several have recalled the but- 
cher's tent-like canopy over the 
meat, as he went his rounds early 
in the morning, and the sound of 
his butcher-horn of several musical 
note3; t and the milkman's bell, call- 
ing the customers out to the curb, 

with their jugs to be filled* I won- 
der how many recall the auctioneer 
with his bell, up and down the 
street on a Saturday evening, 
shouting: "Auction sale, auction 
sale/* and telling the time and 
place! 

As now-a-days Saturday night 
used to be shopping night down- 
town, and up and down the crowds 
used to go, from the post office to 
the Forsythc House, now the King 
George hotel, sitting on the hotel 
verandah, which extended the full 
length of the building, or on the 
shop window-sills, or standing in 
shop door-ways (to the disgust of 
the proprietor, for it certainly 
blocked up the doorway, no doubt 
keeping customers from entering). 
There were coal-oil chandeliers for 
lighting or maybe the then newly- 
invented arc-light, with Its two 
pieces of carbon, sputtering and 
flashing and making queer noises 
but giving a fairly good white 
light. 

Sitting round Inside the warm 
blacksmiths' shops when cold 
weather came, or in the several 
cobblers* shops— which with the 
barber-shops were the club-rooms 
of those days. And don't forget, 
also, the fish-man, with his horse 
and little wagon, with box-like 
chests with ice in them to keep his 
fish fresh, and the scaly block be- 
side his scat where he chopped the 
heads and tails off. and scaled the 
fish for housewives who required 
that service. One fat. Jolly "fish- 
man" used to come round, and we 
could hear him a block away: "All 
alivc-o! Alt alive-o!" He had as 
good fish as his voice too! 

Then all along the street were 
posts to tie the horses to, while 
their masters were shopping or 
something! I expect the owners of 
the property put in those tie-posts, 
for some were quite fancy, topped 
off with a very realistic horse's 
head in iron. I wish I had one— it 
would be a real antique and a

grand reminder of early childhood 
days! The horse had a ring in Its 
mouth to tie to the horse's halter 
and it used to make quite a splen- 
did clang when you lifted it up 
high as it would go and dropped It. 
Then across the sidewalk stretch- 
ed the different signs— some quite 
plain, some fancy. The drug stores 
were much the most fanciful, great 
mortars and pestles suggesting 
making horse powders, etc., or 
huge bottles with colored liquid in 
them. I recall a grocery* store 
where Smith's Hardware now 
stands, with a tremendous T, out 
over the sidewalk. It was painted 
a deep cardinal color, but I have 
no Idea now what was on it. I 
recall the shop very" well for an- 
other reason, because we young- 
sters used to go there for rt a cent's 

worth of sweets." (Imagine buy- 
ing a cent** worth of sweet's now- 
a-days!) And we all thought we 
were well served too! That was 
before the day of candy shops. 

On a Saturday an old lady whose 
little house stood somewhere near 
where Dr. Edwards lives, a dear 
little old lady called Mrs. Maltby 
used to make homemade "toffee" 
and it was the custom for children 
after their Saturday's play to be 
cleaned up, the good old scrubbing 
we all did need too, after our long 
Saturday's playing, and after we 
had clean dresses and shlned shoes 
and curls all just so, we were given 
a "copper" and all trooped up to 
Mrs. Maltby** for our "Saturday 
treat." It was quite usual to hear 
one little girl call to another. 
"Ready to go up to Mrs. Maltby**?" 

And wc thought she was some- 
thing out of a story-book, she was 
so tiny and so quaint, and she used 
to look at us over a pair of gold- 
rimmed spectacles, never through 
them. They fascinated us, and 
nildo us think she was something 
very superior. And when she'd say 
"Have you had your Saturday 
bath?" we felt constrained to an- 
swer her properly, as if She had a 
pei feet right to ask us! 

If we think Main street nanow 
those days, what must it have been 
in the earlier days, for It was n 
maze of posts— tie-posts for horses, 
posts supporting signs, posts sup- 
porting verandahs that served as 
an awning for shop windows and 
an upstairs balcony for the family 
that usually lived above and behind 
each shop. Then the lamp-posts, 
with the coal-oil lanterns, that had 
tt> be lit each evening by a man 
called JOc Bognrt, with a cute 
little step-ladder. Old Joe Bognrt. 
mail carrier, policeman and a lot 
of other things, no doubt! Joe 
Bogart and his hollow-backed old 
black horse, "Jinny," were char- 
acters none of us will ever forget! 
He used to "push on the line*" to 
make "Jinny" go faster uo Main 
street hill, but Jinny never did go 
faster than her accustomed Jog- 
trot, no matter what he said to 
her! "Git outa here— don't you 
mind what I told you yesterday," 
was one of hi* favorite admoni- 
tions to Jinny— but Jinny just 
switched her old tail, and kept in 
the sure old pace. 

Oh dear! I see I am as usual 
filling tip too much space. Do you 
want some more on the same sub- 
ject? Kor I don't doubt I can 
think of heaps more thing* besides 
thp mud on Main stiect every 
spring and fall, and every time we 
had n thunder-storm; and the poles 
and posts and old-fashioned bal- 
conies overhanging tho sidewalks; 
tho meat and fowl hangingon-hooks; 
and nails outside the butcher- 
shops; the display lables of dry 
goods stores reaching half-way 
across the sidewalk; Chief "Bink- 
erton" as we all called the local 
policeman, who abounded In 
"clues" but nothing else! 

Yes, and tho grand turn-out of 
our local horse lovers, the high- 
stepping oncers and rubber-tired 
rond wagon*, with the whip stand- 
ing erect in the whip socket on 
the dash-board, the "buggy-duster" 
covering the knees of those In the 
conveyance, and the lap-tug folded 
so neatly, hanging Just so over the 
back of tho seat, with a couch dog. 
the Dalmatian spotted dog, fol- 
lowing, with his nose Just under 
tho tear of the outfit, UDver glanc- 
ing aside for anything! Oh, we 
had our "Dandy Dans" on Main 
St. those days and any young lady 
Whose "hoy friend" drove a thor- 
oughbred was the envy of all be- 
holders.

The Mother Superior presided 
and stated the reasons for the 
calling of the meeting. She ox- 
plained that she had been asked 
to organize this "call to prayer" 
to be and suggested they use existing 
u - u - organizations instead of forming 
a new one. 

The suggestion was that 
whenever women met together 
the peace prayer should be used. 
' as well as privately in the homes 
of Canada. She proposed that 
such meetings should be stopped 
at certain times and the prayer 
offered . . . perhaps at ten or 
11 in the morning, at three or 
four in the afternoon and at nine 
in the evening. This would en- 
sure that everyone at the meet- 
ing, late-comers and those who 
left early, would be able to share 
in the prayer. She also sug 
gested the prayer for 12 o'clock 
noon so that in this way the 
great power of intercession 
would rise throughout all Canada 
daily, as women met to carry on 
their normal activities. 

The prayer was drafted from 
the prayer used by the League of 
Prayer and Service. It is as 
follows:

TO SHARE IN WORK 



Hollywood Lodge. Island Grove, 
Dec. 22, 1939. 
Editor. The Era: At the first 
meeting of the newly elected North 
Gwilliratrury council, which meets 
on Jan. 18, at 1.30 o'clock. Harry 
Babb proposes to move that each 
one of the council representatives 
be nominated by the reeve to take 
charge of some department of the 

township affairs, he to be known as 

a supervisor of one of the following 

departments, roads, finance and re- 
lief, weeds, police and board of 
health. The idea is to have each 
one appointed responsible to the 
electors for that particular depart- 
ment. 

Tlie situation in the past has 
been for the council to select and 
engage paid officials, and allow 
such officials to run loose without 
having an overseer to suggest and 
check up on anything that pertains 
to that department. Instead of 
the reeve, who is only paid a very 
small salary and cannot afford to 
use up money to buy gasoline, 
having to run all over the town- 
ship at every person's bock and 
call, and to answer phone calls all 
day long and well into the night, 
I suggest that this work be divided 
up between the members of the 
council. Instead of councillors 
just being figureheads to attend 
council meetings, pass accounts 
and collect their salary, that they 
bp made to earn same and take 
responsibility, and some of the 
criticism that the reeve usually 
gets, and to be given some of the 
credit for their efforts if there is 
such a thing as credit in our 
town.ship. 

To help the situation out for the 
reeve, I would suggest also that 
each councillor have a telephone 
placed in their home. If a mem- 
ber-elect really wants to serve the 
people, that Is one way of showing 
it. A councillor should co-operate 
to qualify for candidate at election.
